Out of all of these, 69 ‘public resolu. 
tions and 621 bills passed and became 
taws of the land. The record for the 
grentest number of bills introduced 
was made In the Stxty-flrat congress, 
when $4,883 bills and resolutions. wera 
Introduced {n the house atone, out of 
whieh 810 became law, 

When the clerk gets hold of the bill 
he réfera.it to the appropriate commit- 
tee. And there It may rest in peaceful 
slumber forever. more, or it may be 
heard from again if” enough pressure 
1g exterted in Its favor. 

Cut home n good friend of mine sug- 
gested once that he didn’t like this 
committee system; he thought that 
each member should give Individual 
consideration to every bill {ntroduced. 

Imagine it, if you can, 

No man can read fast enough to 
keep up with all bills Introduced, 

Most committees get more bills re 
ferred to them than can be given In- 
telligent cqnsideration, So, naturally, 
the bills which ‘have the greatest sup- 
port in the country geb Orst considern- 
lon, Congress. gives first considern- 
tlon to the appropriution and revenue 
bills, These and some other bills of 
nation-wide Importance come along 
automatically. 

Hearings on Bills 

When a committee decides to give 
consideration to a bill, tf It concerns 
many péople or Interests, hearings are 
held. ‘That is, people Interested are 
{Invited to come in and tAjl the com: 
mittee why they think the bill should 
or should not bévome a law, 

Sometimes these hearings ore quite 
elaborate affairs. Some last several 
weeks and hundreds of people come 
from all over the country to testify for 
or against the bill The. tariff’ bill 
hearing brought experts and prominent

The appropriatfons committee has
